Military and civil guards stood 


watch today at defense plants from

Highlighting the mdden activity 


from New England to California was 
cancellation of leaves of 14,000 Fort 
Dix, New Jersey, soldiers and~aT 
"practice alert" at Port Ouster, 
Michigan, which was so realistic 
that officers confessed "It even fooled 
us." 


The War Department said at 


Washington it had issued no in- 
structions of any kind to lead to 
precautions such as were reported. 
It said it knew nothing of the ac- 
tivities at Fort Dix and Port Ouster 
but pointed out that post or corps 
commanders may order "alerts" or 
"maneuvers" at any time. 


Airplane factories and establish- 


ments engaged in defense production, 
it was explained, are under the pro- 
tection of the FBI and of individual 
protection forces at most plants. 


Anti-aircraft guns were planted 


atop California plane factories, Los 
Angeles harbor ships were flood- 
lighted, police guards were augment- 
ed in ,several cities and west coast 
"patriotic bodies" were asked to 
stand by. 


Civilians "Warned" 


Most spectacular of the military 


measures was the clamping on Port 
Ouster, Michigan, of a "practice 
alert" which was so much like the 
real thing that Battle Creek police 
took to the streets to warn civilians 
against armed sentries. 


"We have been advised that there 


is a threat to the security of the 
post and every precaution is being 
taken to safeguard the post," the 
office of the commandant announc- 
ed Thursday night. At once, sentries 
were increased, fire equipment went 
into position, guards took over the 
post's water and power supply and 
Battle Creek industrial 
concerns 


mustered full quotas of watchmen 
and special police. 


When the word came that it was 


all in practice, Capt. Richard Mer- 
rick, intelligence officer, confessed 
"it even fooled us." 


Leaves Are Cancelled 


Meanwhile, at Fort Dix, New Jer- 


sey, Memorial Day leaves of 14,000 
men were cancelled, without explana- 
tion- Some of the men, who al- 
ready had left camp, were ordered 
to be back by reveille Saturday. Po- 
lice patrolled terminals to notify 
soldiers of the cancellation. Leaves 
were not reported cancelled at other 
army posts. 


In Southern California anti-air- 


craft guns and army pursuit planes 
•were established at aviation plants 
but military authorities said the 
moves were "tactical maneuvers."

and important bureaus in the fed- 
eral government.

public. 


All correspondents of news agencies 
and individual newspapers through- 
out the country are treated alike. 
Each has access to the same news. 
News is not garbled, censored or 
colored. The unvarnished facts are 
made available. 


West Point Graduate 


And the man who directs the 


activities of this bureau explains his 
position and the policy of his bu- 
reau in the state quoted above. 


General Richardson is a native of 


South Carolina. He graduated: from 
the United States Military Academy 
June 15, 1904. He was then com- 
missioned a second Lieutenant in 
the U. 8. Cavalry. 


He was promoted to First Lieu- 


tenant on March 11, 1911; a Cap- 
tain July 1.-I9J& .temporary Major 
August 5, 1917; temporary Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel September 10, 1918 and 
temporary 
Colonel 
November 2, 


1918. He" reverted to the rank of 
Captain, an after-war policy, 
March 15, 1920 and was made a Ma- 
jor July 1, 1920. Seven years later

reported "in full flight" in the 11- 
day-old struggle today, and Axis 
dispatches pictured the allies as 
wandering around the island, lost 
and demoralized in an artificial fog 
laid down by Adolf Hitler's aerial 
invaders. 


Groups of British soldiers were 


reported stumbling along the rocky 
southern shores of the island, hop- 
ing that ships might come to evac- 
uate them. 
Fishing boats had 


taken off n few. it was reported.

Agency, said thousands of allied 
prisoners had been seized and de- 
clared that the battle for the stra- 
tegic Mediterranean island "has 
been decided." 


At sra. Premier Mussolini's high 


command acknowledged that the 
17,879-ton 
Italian 
liner 
Conte 


Rosso, loaded with troops, had been 
torpedoed and sunk to the south of 
Syracuse, Sicily. Most of the troops 
were saved, it was announced. 


Tbe Fascist hirh command also 


reported that the 1340- ton British 
destroyer Hereward had been Mown 
up by Italian aerial bomb hits and 
that so far 229 members of the crew 
bad been rescued, including 26 se- 
riously Twonnded. 


Tbe Germans reported the cap- 


ture of Retimo. Crete's third largest 
city, about halfway between Candia 
and Canea. the caoital. Both the 
latter had previously fallen to Nazi 
"sky troops." 


With the conflMt fast shaping to- 


ward another Axis victory, the Brit- 
ish stepped up their drive to prevent 
the rich middle east oil kingdom of 
Iraq 
from 
falling into Hitler's 


grasp. 


British irapertaJ troops advanced 


within five miles of Baghdad, the 
4.000-year-old capital of Iraq, aft- 
er a 15-mfle march in the last 24 
hours. 


Emir Abdul Hah, deposed regent 


of Iraq, said to be following the 
British columns, ready to establish 
a new government. 


Cairo dispatches said Iraq tribal 


chiefs were flocking to the standard 
of the Emir, who fled the kingdom 
early in April when Rashid Ali Al 
•Gailani seized power in a coup 
d'etat and adopted a course of hos- 
tility toward the British. 


In the climactic battle of Crete, 


the Germans said Axis troops driv- 
ing across the 160-mile-long island 
from opposite directions were re- 
lentlessly—crushing 
the British- 


Greek allies in a vise from where 
there was no escape. 


Premier Mussolini's high com- 


mand said Italian bluejackets and 
soldiers, who belatedly entered the 
conflict on Wednesday, attacked on 
the east and captured several hun- 
dred prisoners. 


The Fascist irar bulletin asserted 


that British -warships which attempt- 
ed to prevent the landing of sea- 
transported Axis reinforcements on 
Crete were fleeing post-haste toward 
Alexandria, Egypt, under constant 
attack by Italian planes. . 


The British press was glum, em- 


phasizing the lack of air .power and 
the Josses suffered by the fleet in its 
efforts to block the Axis forces from 
making seaborne landings. There 
was no comment on German hints 
that British and Greek troops were 
trying to flee by way of the south 
coast.

All But 28 Ships

It is now more than three-quar- •

ters ol a century since the great j 
emancipator uttered the immortal 
words: 
"A Government 
of 
the 


people, by the people, and for the 
people." We are now in a great 
struggle to preserve 'those ideals. 
On this Memorial Day. dedicated by 
a grateful people to honor its sol- 
diers who have died that the Re- 
public might endure the United 
States is confronted with a grave 
situation. Thirty nations are in- 
volved in the most terrible war in 
the history of civilization. 
The 


weapons being used are not only 
the most deadly but the hatred, the 
intrigue and the mistrust are more 
damaging than the gas, the flame, 
the bombs and submarines. The 
lowering of moral standards and the 
loss of faith are creating wounds 
that will take generations to heal. 


Smaller Democracies Disappear 
One by one the smaller democ- 


racies in Europe are being blotted 
out. 
Millions of men, women and 


children are in slavery and have 
lost the word of G'od because of 
aggression. These fine peace-loving 
people are in want, their homes de- 
stroyed and their ideals gpne. With- 
out conscience and with a hatred of 
God, without notice and disobeying 
the laws of God and man, the dic- 
tators take what they want. 


Thirty million men are under 


arms. It requires sixty million men 
to support them with food, clothing 
and munitions. Fields are unplant- 
ed. Reserves are being rapidly con- 
sumed. Animals that should pull 
plows and -harrows are drawing 
caissons and wagon trains. Many 
men outside the Army who should 
be tilling the soil irr their own lands 
are now refugees in other lands. 
All Europe has for a long time been 
on curtailed rations and the cur- 
tailment will rapidly increase. 


America Has Widest Front 


Feverish fear of air raids and 


. .rapidly moving: armies. is_decreasing 


the effectiveness of the able-bodied 
men left at home to work. Where 
the next thrust will be no one 
knows. This is a terrible situation 
and with no improvement in sight. 


In America we demand peace yet 


we have a wider flung front than 
any other nation in the world and 
we are also the richest prey for the 
greedy and Godless. 
We cannot 


delay in shaping our plans. 
We 


must determine now whether we 
intend to maintain the Monroe Doc- 
trine, to protect the Philippines, and 
to assist Canada in case of invasion, 
to safeguard our own homes. 


Immediate preparation to an ex- 


tent never dreamed of in peaceful 
America is an absolute necessity. 
There is no barrier which will pre- 
vent an invasion if the invading 
country is strong enough and the 
country being invaded does not have 
the courage to defend itself with all 
its resources. Although the country 
may have resources that- are inex- 
haustible, it cannot win unless those 
resources are organized and un- 
selfishly used for the good of the 
entire nation. - Many have advo- 
cated preparation for years and if 
we had had same small proportion 
of the preparation advocated by our 
authorities on armament. America's 
peace would now be secure. Phvv-ic- 
ally we are not in readiness for war 
even if our people desired war. We 
are not united and we need war 
material. Good intentions will not 
win wars. Wars are won by hard 
work, by ielf sacrifice, and by tax- 
ing ourselves.

In the introduction of his _ad- 


^generaIvMar^.DL^re£ared.^ .to 


war 'cdhditions abroad and made 
this observation: "Without con- 
science and with a hatred of God, 
without notice and disobeying the 
laws of God and man, the dictators 
take what they want." 


He continued: "We cannot delay 


in shaping our plans. We must de- 
termine now whether we intend to 
maintain the Monroe Doctrine, to 
protect the Philippines and to assist 
Canada in case of invasion, to safe- 
guard our own homes * « * Physi- 
cally we are not in readiness for 
war even if our people desired war. 
We are not united and we need 
war material. Good intentions will 
not .win wars. Wars are won by hard 
workt by self sacrifice and by tax- 
ing ourselves." 


The speaker warned against the 


danger of divided allegiance and 
"hyphenated citizenship." 


General Martin discussed the 


cause of our present situation and 
suggested it may be due to "the 
loss of the religious fervor of our 
fathers." 
He declared that the 


most unfortunate thing in our na- 
tion today is the apparent indif- 
ference to the "actual presence of 
God." 


He stated the necessity for Amer- 


ican aid to the democracies in these 
words: "If we believe in the right 
of free speech, the liberty of the 
press, the right of peaceable assem- 
bly and the right to worship God 
according to the dictates of con- 
science, then we must enter the side 
of those fighting against the dicta- 
tors. Not in battle I hope, but in 
faith and conscience."

Michigan, which was so realistic 
that officers confessed "It even fooled 
us." 


The War Department said at 


Washington it had issued no in- 
structions of any kind to lead to 
precautions such as were reported. 
It said it knew nothing of the ac- 
tivities at Port Dix and Port Custer 
but pointed out that post or corps 
commanders may order "alerts" or 
"maneuvers" at any time. 


Airplane factories and establish- 


ments engaged in defense production, 
it was explained, are under the pro- 
tection of the PBI and of individual 
protection forces at most plants. 


Anti-aircraft guns were planted 


atop California plane factories, Los 
Angeles harbor ships were flood- 
lighted, police guards were augment- 
ed in .several cities and west coast 
"patriotic bodies" were asked to 
stand by. 


Civilians "WarnM" 


Most spectacular of the military 


measures was the clamping on Fort 
Custer, Michigan, of a "practice 
alert" which was so much like the 
real thing that Battle Creek police 
took to the streets to warn civilians 
against armed sentries. 


"We have been advised that there 


is a threat to the security of the 
post and every precaution is being 
taken to safeguard the post," the 
office of the commandant announc- 
ed Thursday night. At once, sentries 
were increased, fire equipment went 
into position, guards took over the 
post's water and power supply and 
Battle Creek industrial concerns 
mustered full quotas of watchmen 
and special police. 


When the word came that it was 


all in practice, Capt. Richard Mer- 
rick, intelligence officer, confessed 
"it even fooled us." 


Leaves Are Cancelled 


Meanwhile, at Fort Dix, New Jer- 


sey, Memorial Day leaves of 14,000 
men were cancelled without explana- 
tion. Some of the men, who al- 
ready had left camp, were ordered 
to be back by reveille Saturday. Po- 
lice patrolled terminals to notify 
soldiers of the cancellation. Leaves 
were not reported cancelled at other 
army posts. 


In Southern California anti-air- 


craft guns and army pursuit planes 
were established at aviation plants 
but military authorities said the 
moves were "tactical maneuvers."

R. M. Spangler Home 


Is Damaged By Fire 


Damage estimated at several hun- 


dred dollars was caused by fire 
Thursday afternoon at the home of 
Russell M. Spangler about- four 
miles from Gettysburg along the old 
Hunterstown road. 


The blaze started in a front room 


on the first floor at a desk on which 
a radio and an electric light stood. 
Firemen said the fire ^apparently 
was started by a heavy charge of 
current carried into the house on 
the radio aerial or other -wires from 
a bolt of lightning that struck near- 
by. 


No one was at home when the fire 


started and it was only the timely 
discovery of the blaze by Mrs. Ben 
Martin, a neighbor, who happened 
to drive by and noticed the smoke, 
that saved the dwelling- Mrs. Mar- 
tin hurried to neighbors and spread 
the alarm. Mrs. J. I- Staley called 
the Gettysburg Fire Company. 


Ludwig Keller and his hired man. 


Samuel Sager: George Mease, of 
Lemoyne. an electric appliance 
salesman who was at the Keller 
farm nearb.,, and Mr. Spangter's 
son, Hanr. who was working at 
Staley's property, hurried to the 
house and checked the spread of 
the blaze with buckets of water. 


Firemen had difficulty in putting 


out the flames that had burned 
through walls and into partitions. 
It was necessary to rip off sections 
of weather boarding to reach some 
ol the burning sections. 


The desk at which the fire started 


was that in which Mr. Spangler. 
Straban township tax collector, 
keeps his tax records. However, the 
tax duplicates and most of the re- 
ceipt books had been taken out of 
the desk when Mr. SpangleT left 
home Thursday afternoon and were 
tn the car with him when the fire 
occurred.

General Richardson is a native of 


South Carolina. He graduated from 
the United States Military Academy 
June 15, 1904. He was then com- 
missioned a second Lieutenant in 
-the U. S. Cavalry. 


He was promoted to First Lieu- 


tenant on March 11, 1911; a Cap- 
tain July l, J9JL0; temporary Major 
August 5, 1917; temporary Lieuten- 
ant Colonel September 10. 1918 and 
temporary Colonel 
November 2, 


1918. He reverted to the rank of 
Captain, an after-war policy, 
March 15,1920 and was made a Ma- 
jor July 1, 1920. Seven years later 
he was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant Colonel, a full Colonel 
on July 1, 1935 and a Brigadier 
General June 1, 1938.

All But 28 Ships

Qen, Martin's Address 


The address delivered by Major General Edward Martin, commander 


of the 28th Division, in the Memorial Day exercises in the National 
cemetery this afternoon follows in full: 


It is now more than three-quar-' 


ters of a century since the great 
emancipator uttered the immortal 
words: 
"A 
Government 
of 
the 


people, by the people, and for the 
people." 
We are now in a great 


struggle to preserve 'those ideals. 
On this Memorial Day. dedicated by 
a grateful people to honor its sol- 
diers who have died that the Re- 
public might endure the United 
States is confronted with a grave 
situation. Thirty natii 
volved in the most terrible war in 
the history of civilization. 
The 


weapons being used are not only 
the most deadly but the hatred, the 
intrigue and the mistrust are more 
damaging than the gas, the flame, 
the bombs and submarines. The 
lowering of moral standards and the 
loss of faith are creating wounds 
that will take generations to heal. 


Smaller Democracies Disappear 
One by one the smaller democ- 


racies in Europe are being blotted 
out. 
Millions of men, women and 


children are in slavery and have 
lost the word of G"od because of 
aggression. These fine peace-loving 
people are in want, their homes de- 
stroyed and their ideals gpne. With- 
out conscience and with a hatred of 
God, without notice and disobeying 
the laws of God and man, the dic- 
tators take what they want. 


Thirty million men are under 


arms. It requires sixty million men 
to support them with food, clothing 
and munitions. Fields are unplant- 
ed. Reserves are being rapidly con- 
sumed. Animals that should pull 
plows and "harrows are drawing 
caissons and wagon"trains. "Many 
men outside the Army who should 
be tilling the soil irr their own lands 
are now refugees in other lands. 
All Europe has for a long time been 
on curtailed rations and the cur- 
tailment will rapidly increase. 


America Has Widest Front 


Feverish fear of air .raids and 


rapidly moving, armies, ^decreasing 
the effectiveness of the able-bodied 
men left at home to work. Where 
the next thrust will be no one 
knows. This is a terrible situation 
and with no improvement in sight. 


In America we demand peace yet 


we have a wider flung front than 
any other nation in the world and 
we are also the richest prey for the 
greedy and Godless. 
We cannot 


delay hi shaping our plans. We 
must determine now whether we 
intend to maintain the Monroe Doc- 
trine, to protect the Philippines, and 
to assist Canada in case of invasion, 
to safeguard our own homes. 


Immediate preparation to an ex- 


tent never dreamed of in peaceful 
America is an absolute necessity. 
There is no barrier which will pre- 
vent an invasion if the invading 
country is strong enough and the 
country being invaded does not have 
the courage to defend itself with all 
its resources. Although the country 
may have resources that are inex- 
haustible, it cannot win unless those 
resources are organized and un- 
selfishly used for the good of the 
entire nation. - Many have advo- 
cated preparation for years and if 
we had had same small proportion 
of the preparation advocated by our 
authorities on armament. America's 
peace would now be secure. Phyjic- 
ally we are not in readiness for war 
even if our people desired war. We 
are not united and we need war 
material. Good intentions will not 
win wars. Wars are won by hard 
work, by self sacrifice, and by tax- 
insr ourselves.

take what they want." 


He continued: "We cannot delay 


in shaping our plans. We must de- 
termine now whether we intend to 
maintain the Monroe Doctrine, to 
protect the Philippines and to assist 
Canada in case of invasion, to safe- 
guard our own homes * * * Physi- 
cally we are not in readiness for 
war even if our people desired war. 
We are not united and we need 
war material. Good intentions will 
not win wars.

RARE REVELATIONS 
the experience of us all come 


those significant occasions when 


rare revelations are brought to light 
through unwonted 
circumstances. 


Thomas Hardy related one such oc- 
casion In the meeting of George 
Glsslng, where for three days at a 
country place they had happy talk 
together. 


Gissing, at that time, was passing 


through a most unhappy domestic 
experience— but nothing that was 
said betrayed this. "He entered with 
interest into all that was passing, 
and smiled, and laughed with the 
rest," said Hardy. "Afterwards," he 
continued, "I met him on various 
occasions, but never had the chance 
of another of those dialogues by 
which alone men become known to 
one another." 


I recall such a happy instance. 


With my friend we had been beauti- 
fully entertained at one of the 
clubs of a great University. It was 
quite late and we had all parted 
for the night, but my friend sug- 
gested that we go out ior a bit 
of a snack— and a. talk. For two 
hours my friend unburdened his 
heart. He seemed to picture his 
character, his dreams, his faith, up- 
on the very table before us. Never 
afterward did he ever reveal him-, 
sett to me as he did then. It was 
lust one of those rare revelations 


at come between men—perhaps 


never again to occur. 


You and your neighbor may have 


known each other for a dozen years 
or more, and yet be to each other 
but a little way from being absolute 
strangers. Meet that same neighbor 
a thousand miles away from home, 
however, in London, 
South America— and 


Hawaii, or 
it wouldn't 


take much to put him into the mood 
to tell his entire life history—in- 
cluding his choicest dream! 


Such rare revelations, meaningless 


in themselves, perhaps are neverthe- 
less important in bringing people to 
an understanding of themselves, and 
Unking them In a larger sense to 
the universality of all thought, all 
human" aspiration, and of man's 
humanity to man.

Oil Not A Problem Of 
. Production But . 


Of Delivery

Washington, May 30—A threatened 


oil shortage in the east, hub of de- 
fense production, caused deep con- 
cern today in government quarters 
and some officials Indicated Presi- 
lent Roosevelt soon may take defi- 
nite remedial steps to remove any 
menace to the preparedness effort. 


Secretary Ickes Suggests 


.Interior.Secretary Ickes yesterday 
suggested 
"gasless. Sundays," 
a 


measure employed in the World 
War, as one means to conserve the 
vital fuel. 


Whether the President will call 


in the public voluntarily to curtail 
he "luxury" use of gasoline was 
not certain. He already has warned 
that "restriction of oil consumption 
to essential uses" is a "distinct pos- 
ibility," and he recently urged con- 
gress to facilitate construction of 
ill-pipe lines from the deep south 
to the east by authorizing acquisi- 
tion of rights-of-way by eminent 
domain. 


The eastern supply situation was 


precipitated by the transfer of one- 
ifth of America's coastwise tanker 
hips to British service. 


Thirty Million Autos 


America has

potential fuel emergency. 


While an oil shortage in the east 


would inconvenience millions of 
automobile owners, the most seri- 
ous effect would be impairment of 
production in industries using oil 
ror fuel Many key power plants in 
the 'area generate' electricity by 
burning oil. Many thousand homes 
use oil for heating. 


Price Phis Tax Rises 


The difficulty of gasoline delivery, 


and the increased demand, already 
have been reflected by increases in 
price. Figures on file in the oil 6f- 
tce of the Interior Department 
show that the average price in 50 
representative cities throughout the 
country, including state and federal 
taxes, rose from 1852 cents a gallon 
April I to 19.03 May 1. On January 


the average price was 18.07. 


Demand 'Far Gas Increases 


Stocks of gasoline on the,eastern 


coast dropped' from 22,500,000 bar- 
rels on March 31, 1940 .to 21,000,000 
barrels March "31, 1941, the last 
month on which figures are availa- 
ble.. The Bureau of Mines reported 


476,000 barrel decrease during 


March in total stocks of all ofls. 
The nation-wide total demand for 
ail oils rose from 112,276,000 barrels 
in February to 127,829,000 battels in 
ilarch. 


Problem One of Delivery . 


Secretary Ickes emphasized, there

Nazis Make It From 


Chemicals To Con- 


fuse Enemy 


[By the Associated. Press} 


U.8. Army sources say that arti- 


ficial fog, reportedly used by Ger- 
mans to "demoralize" British de- 
fenders of Crete, was a familiar in- 
strument 
of 
chemical 
warfare, 


usually a harmless but confusing 
white smoke produced on contact 
of certain liquids with the air. 


It might be dropped in bombs, 


sprayed from aircraft, or released 
with a favoring wind from gener- 
ators installed on the ground. 


Several well known materials are 


commonly used, Army men said, 
among them titanium tetrachloride 
or chlorsulphonic acid mixed with 
sulphur trichloride. 


The gas is not used for casualty 


effect, although hi liquid state the 
chemicals blister the skin and cor- 
rode metal, in the concentration 
usually met in the field, the sub- 
stances produced a white smoke 
haze which is harmless and carries 
a sharp, crisp, not unpleasant odor. 


When_ used from planes_ the 


chemicals are dropped in bomb- 
containers with sufficient explosive 
effect to shatter the container, re- 
easing the liquid. which produces 
fog on contact with the air. 


The liquid may also be carried in 


tanks in planes and released "flya 
valve operated from the cockpit. 
At low altitudes the liquid will flow 
out and settle as gas along the 
(round to blind enemy formations, 
nit if used at higher altitudes some 
pressure is required to direct it on 
,he targets.

It, Like RAF Operates 


On Separate Com- 


mand Principle 


[From the N. Y. News] 


The German Luftwaffe operates 


on the separate command principle. 
The Luftwaffe is today's biggest and 
most powerful ah* force, and its 
leaders are not afraid to experi- 
ment with such tilings as parachute 
tactics. The Royal Air Force like- 
wise is a separate-command outfit; 
and it was the RAF which beat off 
the Luftwaffe hi last September's 
classic Battle of Britain. 


We'd better modernize our own 


air power setup along the same 
ines. At present, we have a scram- 
ble of Army, Navy, Marine and 
Coast Guard air Aims.. All of these 
are controlled by land fighters or 
sea fighters—excellent fighting men 
n their own elements; but the air 
s an element distinct from land and 
water. 


We need a separate air command 


of equal dignity with those of the 
Army and Navy. It should be run 
by airminded men, and should have 
full freedom to experiment. Inci- 
dentally, we havent any parachute 
troops that amount to anything— 
though American soldiers were tbe 
first to surmise that parachute 
troops might be practical. 


Clearly, this is a matter for an 


executive order or some such meas- 
ure by the President, with the ques- 
tion how much ah- power the other 
services are to retain being decided 
later. The Army General Staff and 
the personnel surrounding the Chiei 
of Naval Operations can be counted 
en to fight to the last ditch against 
establishment of a separate air 
force. -Being human, they are no 
fonder than anybody" else "of giving 
up a jot or tittle of authority.

RARE REVELATIONS 
INTO the experience of tis all come 
those significant occasions when 
rare revelations are brought to light 
through 
unwonted 
circumstances. 
Thomas Hardy related one such oc­ 
casion in the meeting of Oeorge 
Oisslng, where for three days at a 
country place they had happy talk 
together. 
Cissing, at that time, was passing 
through a most unhappy domestic 
experience—but nothing that was 
said betrayed this. "He entered with 
interest into all that was passing, 
and smiled, and laughed with the 
rest," said Hardy. "Afterwards,” he 
continued. "I met him on various 
occasions, but never had Hie chance 
of another of those dialogues by 
which alone men become known to 
one another.” 
I recall such a happy instance. 
With my friend we had been beauti­ 
fully entertained at one of the 
clubs of a great University. It was 
quite late and ae had all parted 
for the night, but my friend sug­ 
gested that we go out for a bit 
of a snack—and a talk. For two 
hours my friend unburdened his 
heart 
He seemed to picture his 
character, his dreams, his faith, up­ 
on the very table before us. Never 
afterward did he ever reveal him­ 
self to me as he did then. It was 
Just one of those rare revelations 
that come between men—perhaps 
never again to occur. 
You and your neighbor may have 
known each other for a dozen years 
or more, and yet be to each other 
but a little way from being absolute 
strangers. Meet th*t same neighbor 
a thousand miles away from home, 
however, in London, Hawaii, or 
South 
America—and 
it 
wouldn’t 
take much to put him Into the mood 
to tell his entire life history—in- 
cludtng his choicest dreamt 
Such rare revelations, meaningless 
in themselves, perhaps are neverthe­ 
less important in bringing people to 
an understanding of themselves, and 
linking them in a larger sense to 
the universality of all thought, all 
human aspiration, and of m an’s 
humanity to man.

•Walker, of the State Agriculture 
Conservation Committee, said to- 
day. 


"Hie quota is an assurance by 


farmers that they will do their part 
in protecting the value of collateral 
under government loan. Since the 
loan has proved itself an impor- 
tant price support and an essen- 
tial part of the ever-normal gran- 
ary for storing wheat 
supplies, 


farmers and consumers alike have 
a vital interest in the outcome of 
the referendum." 


Pennsylvania farmers eligible to 


vote at special polls set up in ap- 
proximately 
52 counties 
number 


about 17,000. 


The polls have been set up in 


schools, grange halls and county 
offices, wherever convenient. They 
win be open from 9 a. m. (BST) 
Saturday to at least 5 p. m., and 
until 9 p. m. if the county com- 
mittee so directs. 


All farmers except those who 


have 15 acres or less of wheat or 
whose normal production on the 
acreage planted to wheat is less 
than 200 bushels will be subject to 
the quota and will be eligible to 
vote in t£e referendum .

Methods and 
recommendations 


for the pruning of trees in pine 
plantations with a view of growing 
clear timber of superior quality are 
outlined by W. E. Montgomery, 
chief of the Bureau of 
Manage- 


ment, of the Department of Forests 
and Waters, in response to a great 
number of inquiries received from 
owners of forest tree plantations 
who desire to improve them by 
pruning. 


Special studies conducted by the 


Department on the pruning of trees 
in. conifErous stands_Jndicate that 
pruning not only improves the trees 
but results utilmately in increased 
financial returns. Pruning 
under 


any and all conditions 
is by no 


means 
advisable and 
must be 


pursued in accordance with certain 
well defined procedures. In the first 
place it must be understood that 
pruning is a selective process and 
should be limited to trees that ^ are 
expected to form the final stand. 
Ordinarily these will consist of from 
150 to 300 of the larges fast grow- 
inf trees per acre. They should be 
so selected that they will be about 
12 to 1& feet apart with the result 
that the trees which* remain in the 
mature stand would have approxi- 
mately equal growing space. 


The pruning of more trees than 


those which will form the final crop 
is very rarely justified except for 
aesthetic purposes. Trees, which 
will be removed from the stand be- 
fore the final crop and used 
for 


pulpwood, poles, posts and similar 
products, should not be pruned. 


Pruning should be delayed until 


the trees of the young stand vary 
sufficiently in height and diameter 
that it is-easy~to pick out those trese 
which may reasonably be expected 
to develop better than the others. 
.Ordinarily, this condition will not 
exist until the trees have reached a 
height of at least 12 or 15 feet. At 
the time of the first pruning it may 
not be feasible to prune to a height 
greater than from six to eight feet. 
Since a greater pruned height will 
doubtlessly be desired, it may be 
'iiece&aiy to conduct one*^>f~ pos- 
sibly two other primings from time 
to time. 


Experience shows that fairly com- 


petent men can prune at the rate of 
80 linear feet per man-hour. Fre- 
quently this rate can be exceeded 
to a considerable extent by skilled 
pruners 
Pruning of stands badly 


damaged and disfigured by the pine 
weevil is usually^cohsidered inad- 
visable. The use of a saw in prun- 
ing is preferable to that of the axe 
as it results in less damage to the 
tree and the actual operations are 
better.

normal for the state. Amounts varied 
from a trace at Bedford. Bedford 
county, to 1.24 inches at York.

The mountain section re- 
ceived least rain, averaging 39 inch. 
Averages in other sections were: 
Plateau. 33 inch: southeast. -37 inch: 
Lake Erie, -38 inch, and southwest. 
.46 inch. Examination of reports re- 
ceived so far this month indicates 
that only in the extreme southwest 
have normal amounts of precipita- 
tion fallen. In all other sections, it 
ranged from 20 to 70 per cent of 
normal. Average for the state was 
about 50 per cent of normal. 


Note labor Shortage 


This was the first week for which 


quite a few fanners considered the 
weather "unfavorable'' and vegeta- 
tion "backward." The rain fell most- 
ly during thunderstorms on the 22nd 
and 23rd but was insufficient to 
penetrate the subsoils. In some lo- 
calities hai land high winds did ex- 
tensive property damage and four 
people were kilted by lightning on 
the 23rd. Frosts reported were light. 
Insects are numerous in some lo- 
calities hail and high winds did ex* 
crease in the number of "poor" crop 


feeling the shortage of labor. Mar- 
kets for farm produce are generally 
improving—last year's potato crop is 
mostly disposed of. 


Condition of winter grains con- 


tinues fair. In the southern two- 
thirds of the state they are heading 
on short straw. Quite a few fields 
are definitely poor from which, re- 
gardless of developments, only light 
yields may be expected. In all sec- 
tions some com is still to plant and 
occasionally a field to plow. Early 
fields are being cultivated, but the 
crop is not making the growth it 
should. The first plantings of oats 
are standing thp dry wgather fairly 


Adams county farmers welcomed 


the showers that fell here Friday 
evening and this morning but agreed 
that they have come too late to 
avoid serious damage to some of the 
growing crops, especially in the grass 
fields. 


County Agent M. T. Hartman said 


that witti few exceptions toe grass 
fields are showing definite damage 
from lack of moisture and a very 
short hay crop is expected. Thte 
absence of April showers made early 
growth impossible so that as far as 
the first cutting of hay is concerned 
these belated showers will help very 
little. 


Mr. Hartman turned to a discus- 


sion of plans for an ample hay crop, 
to be secured by special means fdr 
the purpose of supplying enough for 
feed requirements for livestock -on 
the farm.

- The winter -grains, -wheat* ..barlefrf 
rye can be cut and utilized for hay 
Wheat cut in the early milk stage' 
makes hay containing about as much 
digestible nutrients as timothy cut 
in bloom. Rye cut before bloom also 
makes fair hay. In the case of bar- 
ley hay there may be a tendency 
for the beards to cause sore mouths 
In stock if the hay is cut after the 
milk stage, when the beards have 
become brittle. Cereals cut in tlie 
milk stage cure rather slowly and 
therefore care is necessary to get 
the hay sufficiently dry to prevent 
heating or molding after it is stored. 


Emergency Hay, Crops 


Emergency hay crops will find a 


place on many of our Adams County 
farms, declares Mr. Hartman. Soy- 
beans have a liigh feeding value 
about equal to alfalfa, and yields of 
from one to three tons of hay per 
acre may be expected. Soybeans 
should be seeded shallowlj- on a 
well-prepared seed bed as soon as 
possible as the time of hay harvest is 
an important factor! in curing the 
beans. Wilson and Virginia are two 
of the most popular varieties, and 
are very productive. Manchu, Dun- 
field, Illini, and other medium early 
sorts can best be utilized if seeding 


Is delayed or cannot be made before 
June 20th. 


Although not as high In feeding 


value, but with higher yields Is a 
mixture of soybeans ttnd sudan 
grass. One bushel of soybeans to- 
gether with about 15 pounds of Su- 
dan grass per acre is the suggested 
.seeding rate. Sudan grass is some- 
times seeded alone at the rate of 
from 20 to 25 pounds per acre. 


Millets make rather poor cow hay. 


but are fairly reliable producers and 
will produce a crop In from 60 to 80 
days. It is suggested to sow about 
a bushel of the common sorts or a 
half-bushel of Japanese millet. Mil- 
lets are best cut just before the 
seed forms. A mixture of Japanese 
millet and soybeans may be used 
with reasonably good results

HEN first you meet Bertita 
Harding's "Amazon Throne" dp

If 
there had been no mad queen, no 
demanding wife and no fear, poor 
Dom Joao would still have liad his 
worries, because he was victim of the 
unlucky illness of the Braganzas, 
which was a kind of erysipelas of 
the lower legs, and confoundedly 
painful. 


The royal family sailed out to 


Brazil, which for two or three 
hundred years had been dangling 
before the noses of the Portuguese 
rulers like the bundle of hay in 
front" of the mule. Sixteen or sevenr 
teen hundred nobles went along, and 
the provisions might have bean suf- 
ficient for half that number. It was 
a dreadful passage, and when Dom 
Joao at last saw Bahia he had not 
even a' clean handkerchief to wave, 
and had to send ashore for decent 
clothing, soap, and delousing equip- 
ment. 


That was the beginning of the 


Brazilian Empire. It went the usual 
course, with benign rule, with mis- 
rule, with royal mistresses and royal 
favorites and mistakes. Perhaps the 
Braganza rule in Brazil was, on the 
whole, better than that of most 
royal houses^ At least the country 
supports today the pretender and 
the others of the family, and willing- 
ly.
